During this year, the Planning Board continued its meet- 
ings with William Dickson Associates, the consulting firm re- 
tained under the so-called Coos-Six Project. In accordance with 
the vote of the Town under Article 14 of the Town Warrant for 
1971, the Board adopted the proposed Subdivision Regulations as 
submitted by William Dickson Associates, and duly filed these 
with the Town Clerk and the County Register of Deeds, as in- 
terim regulations.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


There has been a major effort by the administration and staff 
to provide inservice and staff development activities for our fac- 
ulty. A communications workshop was formulated under the 
guidance of Mr. Goodson to involve all staff members in the im- 
provement of inter and intra-staff communications with the goal 
of improving the educational program of the school. The State 
Department of Education approved the plan and granted two cer- 
tification credits for all staff members participating. The formu- 
lation of a Behavioral Objectives ‘‘Model’’ will be one of the bene- 
fits from this work. 


A workshop at Stratford by project SOLVE for our staff mem- 
bers helped to reinforce the behavicral objective approach to ed- 
ucation. 


More electives have been added to our curriculum during the 
1971-72 school year. These include Spanish II, World History, 
Humanities II, Theater Arts, Humanism in Literature and Crea- 
tive Writing. A number of staff members are offering several 
mini courses to the students. These courses are limited to stu- 
dents who have “high interest’? in a particular subject and are 
taught as supplementary courses for credit. 


The elementary school teachers have developed an achiev- 
ment based reading program for grades one through four. It ap- 
pears that so far the program has been highly successful and ef- 
fective in increasing the reading rates of a number of children. 
These same teachers have also started work on a new math pro- 
gram with similar objectives. 


Some of the curriculum objectives for 1972-73 are as follows: 


(1) A new math program through grade 8. 

(2) Continued emphasis in language arts to provide an 
achievement based pregram grades 1-12. 

(3) A continued emphasis on a more individualized ap- 
proach to learning in all curriculum areas. 


A written plan for meeting the new Minimum Standards for 
Elementary Schools has been developed and will be submitted to 
the State Department of Education to meet the September, 1972 
deadline. 


Because of the unusually large first grade this year it was ne- 
cessary to realign our teaching assignments to provide for two sec- 
tions of Grade 1. We have some definite needs for additional per- 
sonnel but because of the continued difficult economic situation of 
the community these requests have been postponed. There 
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are exemples of several equipment needs for foreign lang- 
uage and business which will alsc have to wait. 


There have been two rather substantial expenditures this year 
which were not anticipated (1) Replacement of the boiler tubes in 
our heating system, (2) The State’s share of the employer’s por- 
tion of F. I. C. A. for the fourth quarter of this year. The dist- 
rict will be liable for the full amount for 1972-73 and it amounts to 
several thousand dollars. As you, undoubtedly, know, building 
aid commitments were only partially funded and next year’s is still 
in doubt. Stratford will receive no foundation aid for 1971-72. 


This is the third year of cur present Title I Tutoring Program 
and a new Language Development Program is being proposed for 
next year. Title I has also helped make it possible to operate a 
summer recreation program. Vermont Title I funds should also 
be available this year from Vermont for tuiticn students. 


The Title III program which has provided special services for 
children in the areas of speech and learning disabilities is contin- 
uing as a union project. The funding responsibilities by the union 
which began last year have now shifted almost entirely to local re- 
sponsibility although there will be some speech assistance from 
No. Country Education Services under the Joint Title III project. 
The NCES Media Services will also provide a repair service for e- 
quipment as well as continued use of instructional materials. 


It has been possible to work cut a cooperative plan with Head- 
start to involve all five year olds in their program. This cooper- 
ative approach has also made it possible to upgrade the program 
being offered. 


Congratulations are in order for Mr. Peach and the Cross 
Country Team who won the State Class S Championship at Durham 
this fall. 


I personally would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
school board, the staff, and the citizens of Stratford for their ex- 
cellent cooperation and support which we have received during the 
year.
